President Eisenhower's commitment to run for office 
again is already i\ ¢ its effect on business. Regard 
less of individual ction to his decision, business 
le iders renerally reel busine ! spects for 1956 ire 
improved is a result 

Indications are that buving of new equipment 


building and expansion will take on an accelerated 
pact Chere re also indications that a balanced 
budget will be attained, although moves by Russia 
will directly affect that effort. Individual tax cuts seem 
likely in this election vear. Both moves will increase 
the amount of money our customers can spend with us 

But regardless of political winds, our industry is still 
in great dl inger on the Wage s and Hours Act. In the 
S4th Congress there were 75 bills introduced in the 
House ind 6 in the Senate to amend the Act. Many 
were to increase the rate There are still 40 bills in 
the House and 3 in the Senate which propose increases 
or ¢ h inves Ih exe mptions 

As we have said before, we will have to live with 
the present $1 minimum affecting other industries. Our 
industry is fighting with other already affected indus 
tries for a common labor pool. The real danger lies in 
more direct control over our businesses should the 
cleaning and laundry industries be included in the Act 

Reports on hours worked, overtime and salaries paid 
can only add to our already topheavy, nonproductive 
payroll costs. They also open the door for additional 
Gove rnment inspection and supervision of private en 
terprise. Our industry is essentially intrastate in nature 
Placement under this Act will work an undue hardship 
on the sm ill busine ssmen who make up the backbone 
of this industry 

President Eisenhower has made two official state 
ments lending his support to broader coverage. Senator 
Douglas of Illinois, chairman of the Senate Labor Sub 
committee holding hearings on this matter. Secre 
tarv of Labor Mitchell has stated repeatedly that his 
le partment ts re idy to suggest ways and means to ex 
tend coverage of this bill

While there were no machinery displays, the con 
vention did more good for the manufacturers than the 
past several shows. Their immediate sales were me 
Ler 

But every cleaner in attendance picked up real 
sales and management know-how. What they took 
back to their plants will make their cash registers ring 
up bigger sales, faster. 

More than 900 plantowners were exposed to the lat 
est ideas in merchandising. As they apply these princi 
ples, they cannot help but grow. That’s when the 
equipment people cash in, as these plants expand. The 
growing interest in selling, particularly route selling, 
makes the future of drvcleaning more secure than eve 
before 

There was another benefit to the industry because 
exhibits were omitted. Equipment displays are costly 
running into thousands of dollars for even the smallest 
exhibitor. One way or the other, the cleaner pays. This 
can be in the purchase price of machinery 

More importantly, the money for exhibits might 
otherwise have gone into research and development 
projects by the manufacturers. One organization esti 
mated the two national convention exhibits cost it the 
equivalent of two months’ gross sales 

This saving won't reflect itself immediately in re 
duced supply costs. But it should help forestall any 
great increases for the time being. The savings to the 
manufacturers will help offset the squeeze of higher 
raw material prices that confronts our suppliers 

On other pages in this issue you will find a conven 
tion report in detail. On the cover you will see littl 
Timothy Psujek, an 11-year-old boy who became the 
outstanding convention personality. This came about 
because one of the principal speakers addressed all his 
main points to Tim. Following speakers took the cue 
ind did the same 

Tim deserved the public ity He is a seasoned con 
ventioneer despite his age. He is handsome bright and 
well-mannered 

But perhaps the recognition came for another rea 
son. In one sense Tim personifies our industry. Like 
him, we are just entering the adolescent stage. Young 
and eager, we are seeking more knowledge on selling 
management and production. Then as we mature, we 
will be better equipped to take advantage of the op 
portunities that lie before us
